while. 


For years they had lived in their , 
humble residence, scarcely ever leav 
ing it to go farth er away than C ash­ 
town or McKnightstown. It was said, 
immediately a fte r the brother’s death, 
that he had been as far as G ettysburg 
only two or three times in the past 
forty years. They were clad always 
in the simplest of clothing and gave 
every evidence of bordering alrnu t 
on a state of poverty. 


A fter the death of the brother and 
sister the place was searched by rela­ 
tives and others connected with the 
settling 
of 
whatever 
estate there 
m ight 
be. 
Surprise 
afte r 
surprise 
greeted them. 
No less than $650 
in 
gold w as found, about $.'160 in silver, 
and $8.7 in paper money. In addition, 
the interest bearing 
certificates 
of 
deposit, a g gregating $4100, were un­ 
covered and for several days further 
investigation was made in the belief 
that somewhere about the premises 
there m ight be other things secreted. 
The couple had carefully attended to 
their business affairs 
and 
renewed 
the certificates prom ptly a* 
came 
clue. 
But, 
while 
the 
discovery 
of th*’ 
money was such a great revelation, 
the men were ever. more surprised ti* 
find the abundance of good clothing 
in various room*.. Twenty two good 
skirts and other clothing in propor­ 
tion were revealed by the search and 
Mr. Shank and his sister 
evidently 
had all they desired though the rea­ 
son for their extensive purchases of 
clothing is a m ystery 
for it is not 
known when they ever wore it. 
The personalty, 
consisting of the 
money, certificates, articles alKiut the 
place, and so on, has been valued at 
between $6000 and $7000, while it is 
further known that they owned not 
only the farm on which they 
lived, 
but a small property in .McKnights­ 
town, and a tract of timberland. 
N either Mr. Shank nor his sister 
had ever m arried. They are the last 
n um bers of their immediate family
